Abuse cases 
are seldom 
prosecuted

TWIN FALLS - Detective Chuck 
Dudley will never forget the elderly man 
who died three years ago, after his much 
younger wife deprived him of enough 
food and water. 

When the man's health seriously dete- 
riorated, his wife called for an ambu- 
lance, which took him to intensive care 
at a local hospital. At the dme, he was 
emaciated, his fingernails were nvo or 
three inches long and he had gone tvith- 
out bathing so long that a crust had built 
up on his skin. He had been confined to 
his bed and couldn’t reach the bacluoom 
on his own. His bedding was never 
changed. 

-He died soon afterward. 

“It was, in my opinion, an obvious 
elder abuse issue," said Dudley, who 
invesdgates elder and child abuse for the 
Twin Falls Police Department. 

But no charges were filed. 

The prosecutor turned down the case, 
Dudley said, because there wasn't 
enough evidence of aiminal intent. 

The case wasn't unusual. At any time 
during the year - but especially during 
the holidays - the elderly are raped, 
beaten or emotionally or financially 
abused by family members, care givers 
or others. Since July 199S, the local 
Office on Aging has turned over 23 cases 
to law enforcement in Tmn Falls County. 

But rarely are such cases prosecuted. 
A search of records from Tvnn Falls dty 
and county shows that no charges have 
been filed since 1990 under a statute 
designed to punish people who abuse, 
exploit or nc^cct an elder. 

'Tm sure there must be cases out 
there," said City Attorney Frits 
Wonderlicht. “But I sure haven’t ever 
seen one." 

County Prosecutor Ridi Bevan said he 
also does not recall a single case of elder

abuse reaching his office. 

Case workers at the state's Office on 
Aging esdmacc that they refer about six 
cases a month to Magic Valley law 
enforcement, the bulk to Ttvin Falls 
County. Some of those cases axe simple 
welfare checks: A neighbor might not 
have seen an elderly person leave home 
that day. 

But others are more chilling. Case 
workers see sexual and phystcaT abuse, 
. cases where valuables have been brazen- 
ly taken and sold, cases where a misted 
family member has cleared out bank 
accounts. 

In the Magic Valley. 129 cases of 
abuse, exploitation or neglect were 
reported from July 1995 to June 1996, 
according to Office on Aging data. The 
local agency investigated and turned 
over 122 cases to Magic Valley law 
enforcement

In the Magic Valley, the 
number of workers dropped from five to 
three. Statewide, the number of area 
agendcs dropped from sm-cn to six.

New storm blasts 
Northwest with 
snow, wind, rain 


I SEATTLE — The Northwest was pum- 
mclcd by its second major storm in less 
than a week Sunday as 2 feet of snow, 
heavy rain and high winds blocked major 
high^vays, collapsed roofs and closed the 
Space Needle. 

Blimrd warnings were posted for north- 
western Washington, where snow was 
piled by bonechilling gusts as powerful os 
90 mph. Compounding the problems was 
heavy rain, which created on icy glaze and 
led to flood warnings for parts of Oregon 
and the rest of western Washington. 

“Basically we’re paralyzed,” said Neil 
Gemcnc, director of emergency manage- 
ment in northwest Washington’s 
Whatcom County. “Even the snow plows 
arc getting stuck. That’s how bad it is.” 

Washington Gov. Mike Lowry declared 
a disaster in 11 tvestern counties tmd acti- 
vated the National Guard. And a symbol 
of Seattle, the 610-foot Space Needle, was 
closed because heavy wet snow and ice 
was falling in “something resembling mis- 
siles,’^ said spokeswoman Lynn Brackpool. 

Travel ground to a holt throughout the 
rc^on. S^cn to 10 inches of sno^v fell on 
Seatde overnight on top of 6 to 12 already 
on the ground. Transit officials canceled 
bus service when mosf of the vehicles 
were stuck in the snow or just frozen to 
the ground. Most taxicabs would cany 
only people with medicil emergencies.

WASHINGTON - For a second con- 
secutive New Year’s Day, the 1C percent 
federal tax on conunerdal airline tickets 
is lapsing. Unlike last year, travelers 
won’t benefit. 

The carriers, led by Continental 


Airlines, already have announced fore 
inacascs equal to the anticipated tax cut 
on 14-doy and 21-day advanced-purchase 
tickets.

'‘Although tbe perpetrator 
doesn’t appear to get punished, 
sometimes the fact that we are 
involved with tbe victim breaks 
the cyde;” Gerard said. 

She said she plans to pursue 
the matter with local law ^orcc- 
within the next few weeks.

Planning welfare reform 
requires long-range vision 


From the Post Rc^cr, Idaho Falls 

Idaho’s commitment to welfare re- 
form as a way to help people rather 
than to simply cut costs was seriously 
challenged last week. 

Surveying the degree of state support 
for day care and early child education, 
the Children’s Defense Fund ranked 
Idaho 48th, estimating it spent less 
than S19 per child per >ear in 1994, the 
last year for whidi numbers were avail- 
able. 

Only South Dakota and Mississippi 
provided less. 

By contrast, Alaska, which is ranked 
first, spent almost $150 per child. 

Thai’s significant because within sev- 
en months, Idaho will implement its 
welfare reform package. For reform to 
work as designed, the state will need to 
help provide child care services to wel- 
fare recipients attempting to make the 
transition into the work force. 

“It’s very scary because child care 
and early education are the linchpins to 
any successful effort to reform wel- 
fare,” said Gina Adams, a CDF analyst 
who compiled the study. “They desp^- 
ately need to increase their commit- 
ment to children and child care if they 
want to reform ^velfare and have a long- 
term productive workforce. If they 
don’t, they’ll be paying the price.” 

The ar^tects of reform believe wel- 
fare is a crap. To liberate people from 
welfare, they have come up with this so- 
lution: Cut off benefits and force peo- 
ple to bc^ working. 

For instance, there is a two-year maxi- 
mum lifetime benefit limit. And no 
family regardless of size will receive 
more than S278 a month. That’s well be- 
low the current benefits. Indeed, the 
average payment among the 9,100 Ida- 
ho families on welfare is $283.. . 

Idaho already spends about $4 mil- 
lion to help pay the child care costs of 
the working poor and welfare recipi- 
ents. It provides subsidies of up to 90 
percent, based on a family’s income. 
And it plans to spend more. 

With welfare reform requiring recipi- 
ents to begin working, the state andd- 


pates allocating 512 million next year 
ondiOdcara.

Maybe the Ebonics controversy can 
be ended before it goes too far. 

According to some scholars, many 
African-Americans speak not just a di- 
alect of English, but a separate lan- 
guage, Ebonics — an invented name 
combining “Ebony” and “phonics” to 
mean “black sounds.” The Oakland, 
Calif., school district is trying to gee 
federal taxpayers’ money to use Ebon- 
ics as part of its bilingual education 
program. 

But last week on “Meet the Press,” 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson, the nation’s 
most visible African-American leader, 
put the lie.to this cruel deception: “I 
understand the attempt to reach out to 
these children, but this is an unaccept- 
able surrender, borderlining on dis- 
grace. It’s teaching down to our chil- 
dren.”

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Guatemala guerrillas, government sign pact ending war 


GUATEMALA CITY — War- 
weary guerrilla and government 
leaders on Sunday signed an 
accord ending 36 years of dvil 
conflict, vowing to tackle the 
poverty, repression and dlsoim- 
inadon that sparked the fight- 
ing. 

The solemn ceremony, 
observed by some 1,200 foreign 
dignitaries and special guests 
inside the National Palace, 
brought Central America's last 
and longest dvil war to a dose. 

Heads of state, including 
President Ernesto Zedillo of 
Mexico and presidents from all 
of Central America's nations, 
applauded as each of the four 
top rebel leaden and represen- 
tatives of the government 
signed the agreement reached 
after six years oflnegotiadons 
brokered by the United Nadons. 

Rebel commanders Rolando 
Moran, Pablo Monsanto, Carlos 
Gonzalez and Jorge Rosal 
returned home to Guatemala 
from exile on Saturday from 
Mexico City where they and 
Guatemalan government offi- 
cials had negotiated the peace 
accords. 

“Today the combatants’ arms 
arc silenced,” rebel commander 
Rolando Moran declared. “The 
Avar ends and Guatemala is the 
only victor.”

The conflict can be traced 
back to a 1960 revolt by 
Guatemalan military officers, 
angered that their government 
had allowed the CIA to use 
national territory to train Cuban 
for the ill-fated Bay of Pigs 
invasion. 

The officers later formed a 
guerrilla army and soon several 
other rebel ^ups were launch- 
ing attacks in the countryside. 
The rebels originally sought to 
topple the government and 
replace it with a Marxist one. 
Their ideological tint faded with 
the collapse of the former Soviet 
Union. 

The three rebel armies and the 
Guatemalan Workers Party 
joined forces as the URNG in the 
early 1980s against the army's 
scor^ed-earth campaign against 
counterinsurgency, when the 
army and their civilian defense 
patrols razed hundreds of vil- 
lages suspected of rebel sympa- 
thies, often burning doAvn all the 


homes and killing all the inhabi- 
tants. 

The campaign decimated the 
rebels’ ranks, destroyed much of 
their base support and gave 
Guatemala one of the worst 
human rights records in the 
Western hemisphere. 

Estimates on the number of 
rebels still in the mountains have 
ranged from 1,000 to 2,000. 

The rebels say they have about 
3,000. Most arc Indians, and 
about half appear to bo teen- 
agers from niral areas with little 
education. 

But they are Avell-organized 
and well-armed, mostly with AK- 
47 and M16 rifles, electronically 
detonated mines and anti-tank 
artillery, and shortwave radio 
transmitters for daily contact 
with the rebel command in 
Mexico City. 

Under the peace accord to be 
signed Sunday, the rebels arc to 
give up all those tveapons and 
their uniforms during the first 
few months of 1997 under the 
oversight of U.N. peacekeepers. 

Afterward, the rebels will 
enter a reintegration program 
that will proride them with hous- 
ing, education and other training 
to help prepare them for civilian 
life.

Wing watchers 

Local birders spot 65 species in group’s annual count

TWIN FALLS - Driving or walking 
around Twin Falls, you’re hkqly to see a 
good number of different birds. 

But just how many specie,*; of birds 
could you identify on one ^ven day, if 
you were to search for them? 

That’s the question local and national 
bird watchers attempt to answer every 
year at the annual National Audubon 
Society Christmas Bird Count - when 
more than 45,000 volunteers from all 50 
states have one calendar day to record 
every individual bird and bird species 
they encounter. 

Some 22 volunteers from Ttvin Falls’ 
Prairie Falcon Audubon Chapter broke 
into four groups and spent Saturday 
scouring the chapter’s 15-mile diameter 
area, spotting 65 species of birds. j^The 
species total was higher than last year’s 
and compares favorably with some of 
the group’s best years’, according to 
chapter records. 

The canyons proved to be bird havens 
Saturday, with groups finding success at

While the Twin Falls Chri,stmas count 
didn’t provide anything as spectacular 
as the. tufted duck identified in 
Hagerm’an's count a week earlier, there 
were several highlights, including the 
following: 

• Howard Hudak spotted a mountain 
bluebird - Idaho’s state bird - in a 
marshy area about two miles west of the 
Canyon Springs Golf Course. Tlie bird is 
rare at this elevation in the winter. 

• Owls were out in force at Jake and 
Gene Reiclihard’s farm south of Jerome. 
Mike O’Brien, co-manager of the Nature 
Conservancy’s Thousand Springs 
Preserve, saw 11 bam owls and a couple 
of -great-horned owls in Reichhard’s 
trees. 

Tve never seen so many owls in my 
life," O’Brien said. “Owls popped out of 
every evergreen tree." 

Bam owls arc vole specialists, and the 
impressive number of voles in the valley 
this year, along with adequate habitat, 
Seems to be helping these long-legged, 
henn-shaped faced owls thrive, O’Brien 
said.

Rare duck 
makes Idaho 
appearance

HAGERMAN - A duck with a 
mohawk made quite a spla.sh at 
Hagerman's Christmas bird count. 

A group of bird watchers spotted a 
male tufted duck, Aytbya fulijpila, in the 
Hagerman Wildlife Management Area's 
Riley Pond Dee. 21. The species had 
never been recorded in Idaho before. 

“It looked like a ring-necked duck 
with a bad hair day,” said Chri.s O'Brien, 
the Hagerman chapter's count compiler 
who also manages the Nature 
Conservancy’s Thousand Springs 
Preserve with her husband, Mike. 

the. duck is an Asian species which 
isn’t particularily common anynvhere in 
North America, and is c.xtremely rare in 
this area. O'Brien said she has no idea 
what it was doing in the Hagerman area. 

'Tm sure it felt more comfortable 
being with ring necked ducks than being 
on its otm," she said. 

Don Morgan of Ketchum was obsen- 
ing several thousand ring-necked ducks 
and some lesser scaups through his 
binoculars when he suddenly noticed a 
duck whose gleaming white side and 
purple glossy head stood out. 

Upon further inspection with a higlicr- 
powered spotting scope. Morgan saw tiie 
tuft on the duck’s head. Without saying 
anytliing. Morgan told e-xperienced bird- 
er Gary Stitzinger, also of Ketchum, to 
take a look. Stitzinger confirmed 
Morgan’s thouglit - it was a tufted duck. 

Attempts to spot the bird the follow- 
ing Sunday and Monday failed, but on 
Tuesday, Dr. Charles Trost - an ornithol- 
ogy professor at Idaho State University 
and one of the state’s foremost bird 
authorities - drove from Pocatello and 
saw the duck, making the sigliting offi- 
cial. 

The rare duck headlined a magnifi- 
cent day of birding in the Hagerman 
area Dec. 21. Twenty-eight volunteers 
managed to identify 88 species of birds 
and 54,787 total birds, including an 
astounding 20,470 mallards; 5,641 ring- 
ncckcd ducks; 3,768 lesser scaups; and 
7,831 Canadian geese. 

Another Hagerman liighlight was the 
identification of a yellow-headed black- 
bird. O’Brien says the birds are “com- 
mon summer residents, but not sup- 
posed to be here in the winter." The bird 
was spotted among several hundred 
Brewer’s blackbirds in a feedlot, she 
said. 

A ferruginous hawk and a house wren 
were also seen in Hagerman’s annual 
count. O’Brien said.

Those may pose the most 
insidious threat of all, 
Young says. 

But "Pve never seen one. 

I just got my computer 
hooked up last week,” he shrup. 

It hardly matters. Like a sden- 
list disposing of nuclear waste, 
Young doesn’t need to handle 
volatile material to comprehend 
its danger. 

America is at risk of rotting 
from within, he says, and the 
proof comes through his phone 
lines nearly every day. 
Pornography addicts, living a 
shadowy existence with an 
increasingly desperate need for 
gratification, number in the 
thousands even in Utah, he says. 

It’s a silent epidemic that 
threatens America's morals, but 
also its physical health. Young 
believes. He traces the time line 
that executed serial killer Ted 
Bundy claimed he followed: 
Pornography led to sexual addi- 


tion and sexual perversion and 
eventually sexual violence. The 
FBI says nearly 80 percent of seri- 
al murderers had sex magazines 


Tve never seen one. Ijnstgpt 
my computer hooked up lost vteek . '

or films in their homes. 

“It’s like any other addiction. It 
is dangerous and damaging,” says 
Young, a 68-ycar-old grandfather 
of 20 and one of Utah’s most visi- 
ble pornography fighters. “It is 
not recognized like alcohol, . 
tobacco and drugs, but it is just as 
addictive. It is just as dangerous.” 

For that reason, Young hopes 
to sec the sex industry shut down, 
its magazines and movies and 
online porn banished from the 
United States. 

. He has addressed and encour- 
aged the fledgling group of par- 
ents banding together in Utah 
County to eliminate X-rated 
movies from Movie Buffs video 
stores, and vocally supports the 
county attorney’s prosecution of 
the chain’s management. 


He supports organizations like 
the American Families 
Association and Ea^le Forum, 
conservative-issues' brigades that 
condemn sexually explicit 


movies and books. 

But as chairman of the 
Citizens for Positive 
Community Values, Young 
focuses his epergy in 
another direction. His 
main objective is treating 
pornography's victims and 
alerting its prey. 

“The stuff is everywhere 
you turn. Wc don’t have 
the wherewithal to fight a 
billion-dollar industry. I 
don’t know that wc could ever 
stamp it out, though that would 
be our desire," Young says. “We 
are trying to warn the public 
against the usage. It is a serious 
public-health hazard." 

An Attorney General’s 
National Commission 'on 
Pornography in 1986 concluded 
that exposure to sexually violent 
materials makes one more likely 
to commit sexual assaults, and 
that even nonviolent pornogra- 
phy contributes to aggression 
against women. Victims of such 
abuse number in the millions 
each year, the FBI says. 

“How many women and chil- 
dren, arc going to be battered 
and abused before we say, ’Hey, 
this stuff is a menace’?" Yoimg- 
asks. 


Religious group sues over eviction 
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SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A 
group of religious separatists has 
filed -two new lawsuits against 
Beaver County officials after 
being evicted from a ranch for 
failing to pay a decade's worth of 
property taxes. 

Members of the Immanuel 
Foundation and Fraternity of 
Preparation claim their right to 
woiship was violated. In two fed- 
eral court cases they cite the 
Religious Freedom Restoration 
Act (RFRA) of 1993, a controver- 
sial law that has spawned more 
than 300 lawsuits nationally and 
is now being niviewed by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

The act was sought by a coali- 
tion of faiths including the 
Mormon Church and was cospon- 
sored by Sen. Orrin Hatch, R- 
Utah. It requires a “compelling 
government interest” for authori- 
ties to infringe on religious 
expression. 

ht the Beaver County cose, the 
Immanuel Foundation wants 
more than $2 million in damages 
, for their June 24-criction from a 
fenced 640-acrc enclave at Vance 
Springs, 40 miles west of Milford. 
Six adults and an infant were 
escorted off the ranch by the 
Beaver County sheriff after refus- 
ing to pay property taxcs’sincc 
moving there to establish a “reli- 
gious retreat” in 1986. 

The mtnip has refused to regis- 
ter witn the state or Internal 
Revenue ^rvice os a tax-exempt 


religious organization, explaining 
it doesn’t need government 
approval to worship. A Nevada 
company bought the ranch from 
the county at a post-due tax sale 
in 1993, but foundation members 
refill to vacate until they were 
forcibly removed from the prop- 
erty by Beaver County deputies 
in June. 

In two nearly identical law- 
suits, foundation official Dwight 
Hughes writes In court docu- 
ments that he “holds a sincere 
religious belief that the state of 
Utah govemmem and its county 
subdivisions arc port of Babylon.” 

Bal^lon is “where any govern- 
ment holds authority to enforce 
kuig craft or is enforcing wicked 
laws of tyranny upon the foolish 
people known as the 'common 
herd,’ ’’ Hughes writes. 

With the county foftdbly evict- 
ing him from non-Babylonian 
holy ground to sinful society, he 
said he faces damnation. 

With various twists, the founda- 
tion's argument of religious free- 
dom has been the same in seven 
federal lawsuits the group has . 
filed in U.S. District Court since 
February 1994 over the remote 
ranch property. Group members, 
none of whom is licensed by the 
Utah Bar, act M their own attor- 
neys in filing court documents 
that an appe^ judge once char- 
acterized as “a mishmash of 
legalisms.” 

The foundation lost its first five 


federal lawsuits and the two cur- 
rent cases were referred by dis- 
trict judges to U.S. Magistrate 
Ronald Boyce for review and rec- 
ommendation. 

In August, Boyce conducted a 
similar review on another founda- 
tion lawsuit against the county 
and determined the group had 
not stated an “arguable basis” for 
judicial relief, a decision that ter- 
minated the lawsuit. 

Salt Lake City attorney Dale 
Lambert, who has represented 
Beaver County officials in the 
foundation’s litigation, uses a sim- 
ilar defense in the latest cases, 
arguing that the group has yet to 
state grounds for their claim.

Dispatch center releases tape of fire calls

Center records. 

The rimes presented are times 
recorded by the dispatch center’s 
computer as data entries were 
made into the computer. 

10:16:33 a.m.: The first call 
reporting the fire was recorded. 
The call was answered on the 
second ring. 

Tlie call, from next-door neigh- 
bor Gaylard Eggleston, lasted 
about 28 seconds, between the 
dispatcher picking up the call to 
the click of Eggleston hanging 
up. 

Dispatcher: 911, what’s your 
emergency? 

Eggleston, excitedly, hurriedly: 
Aah, I don’t knotv, some woman 
come running out of the house, 
and said call 911, it’s 120 12th St. 
Hurry. Fast! 

Dispatcher: Well, what’s going 
on? 

Eggleston; I don’t know, she 
just come out and said call one 
911. 

Dispatcher: Can you find out 
what’s going on? 

Eggleston; WeU, what if it’s too 
late? 

Dispatc/icnrU ... 

Eggleston: Send somebody over 
right now! 

Dispatcher: I will! But you try 
and find out what’s going on, and 
I'll send 'em out. Go find out 
while I’m, Fm on hold. 

E^icston: What if it’s too late? 

Dispatcher: I’ll dispatch 'em 
now! 

(Click of Eggleston hanging 
up.) 

E911 also took another call 
from. a man in the house across 
Locust Street from the fire.

The man, speaking calmly and 
slowly, said he didn't know the 
address of the house, or the fire.

10:18:42 a.m.: The first officials 
responded. A SIRCOMM dis- 
patcher alerted a Buhl Police 
Department officer of unknown 
trouble at 120 12th St. in BuhL 

Sgf. Larry House and Reserve 
officer Bill Fullmer were in the 
Buhl police station, two streets 
•atvay from the house. They were 
on the scene in seconds, and 
tried their best to help the fami- 
ly- 

10:20:40 a.m.: The first Buhl 
fire truck was dispatched. 
Firefighters happened to be 
working on the truck on the dri- 
veway outside the station, and 
headed to the scene. 

The dispatcher handling the 
call would have been juggling 
equipment and the caller, while 
getting information to another 
dispatcher and alerting rescue 
units, said SIRCOMM assistant 
supervisor Beth Cheney. 

“If you can imagine silting at 
your desk, with a phone in your 
hand, a radio to operate, and a 
computer to operate, then add 
the pagng system,’’ Cheney said. 

The dispatcher would have 


turned around from her comput- 
er dispatch station, and pressed 
the button to stan the radio that 
calls out the Buhl Quick 
Response Unit. 

10:21:19 a.m.: The first Magic 
Valley Regional Medical Center 
ambulance was dispatched. It 
reported being en route at 10:23. 

10:22 a.m.: The QRU was 
called, the SIRCOMM report 
said. Calling the EMTs and get- 
ting an acknowledgement took 
23 seconds. 

SIRCOMM took a third call 
from a panicked woman who 
later identified herself as 
LaDonna Seeley, the owner of 
the house. Seeley called from 
across the street, at the home of 
Ruth and Roy Cook. 

Dispatcher: 911, what is your 
emergency? 

Older woman caller, breathing 
hard: Is anybody cornin’ to 126 
12lhAve.N.? 

Dispatcher: Yes ma’am, we’re 
dispatching a fire... 

Caller (sobbing, talking over 
Dispatcher): there’s a three little 
kids douT] there, burnt up. 

Dispatcher Tht^rc what? 

Caller (voice rising); There’s two 
litdc kids down in the basement 
burnt up. 

Dispatcher: All right. Who’s, 
who’m I speaking to? 

Caller: It’s their gramma. Oh, 
they’re there. OK. 

Dispatcher: OK, what’s your 
name, honey? 

Caller: Oh, God. (phone key 
beep as phone disconneaed) 

Dispatchers called the Cook 
house back, first talking to Ruth 
Cook, then to Seeley. The Cooks’ 
house had become a clinic by 
necessity: Seeley family mem- 
bers gathered in the living room 
while the rescue effort got under 
way. 

Background sounds were audi- 
ble over the Cooks’ telephone, 
and were heart-rending: children 
crying, obviously in pain; moth- 
ers sobbing for the children they 


couldn't reach because of the 
fire. 

10:25:08 a.m.: The second 
Magic Valley Regional ambu- 
lance was dispatched. 

10:27:28. a.m.: Children were 
reported to still be in tiie house. 

A team of three fircftghicrs 
entered the burning house, and 
put water on the flames, enough 
to control the fire. Fircfigbiers 
believe the fire tvas staned by a 
cigarette lighter that was found 
near a portable bed. 

The firefighters then searched 
for the children. They found 
them on the floor in the back cor- 
ner of the basement room, 
behind a bar. 

The children had instinedvely 
moved away from the fire, fire- 
fighters said. 

The two children, each carried 
by a firefighter, were taken out 
of the house and into the Buhl 
QRU. That is when dispatchers 
were informed that the two chil- 
dren recovered were not breath- 
ing. 

10:29 am: The Buhl QRU was 
on its way. Ir arrived inside the 
minute. 

With the severity of the emer- 
gency, and the number of people 
responding, radio calls could get 
blo^cd, Cheney said. 

“At this point I can envision 
people yelling, and covering each 
other on the air with their 
radios,” she said. "Only one per- 
son can talk at a rime, and if any- 
btxly else keys the mike, it covers 
up everybody."

Buhl Fire Chief Mark Grimes 
reviewed a tape of Eggleston’s

Eggleston’s estimate of the 
time is understandable, Grimes 
said. 


“It’s been my experience, talk- 
ing to property owners, or people 
involved in accidents, they say it 
took forever for us to get there. 
\Vhcn we go back and chock, it’s 
one or two minutes," Grimes 
said. “In a high-stress situation, a 
few minutes can bo an eternity.” 

Even police or firefighters, 
used to the stresses of emergen- 
cies, experience the same thing 
when waiting for help, Grimes 
said. “When we go back and look 
at the actual time, what >vas one 
or two minutes seems like five or 
ten,” he said. 

Dispatchers cake oumership in 
the calls they get, said SIR- 
COMM assistant supervisor Beth 
Cheney. 

“Do you get so involved you 
lose the sense of your job right 


then? No, not usually. The really 
bad calls, it docs take a while to 
lot go,” she said. 

Cheney said she keeps in mind 
that although she's handling the 
call, it’s not her emergency. 

“It allows you to be involved 
tviih people, and do the very best 
you can. It’s not that you don’t 
care,” she said. “But that tvould 
be like a doctor operating on his 
tvife. If you join that other person 
(on the other end of the phone) ... 
in panicking, you wouldn’t get 
an;rihing done.” 
taking a call is an automatic 
response to training, she said. 

“The only thing going through 
your mind is getting help to the 
appropriate* place. Most people 
don't think about what they have 
to do to brush their teeth. When 


you do something enough rimes, 
you don’t think about it, you just 
do it," Cheney said. 

Training comes from handling 
calk every day, and from mining 
classes. 

The Idaho Peace Officer 
Standards and Training Academy 
in Meridian has two. different 
week-long training courses, basic 
and advanced. 

Other training comes from 
intensive sessions with emer- 
gency dispatch trainers, or med- 
ical dispatch trainers - 911 dis- 
patchers arc taught to coach first 
aid and CPR over the phone. 

For SIRCOMM, dispatchers 
also leant to use the center’s pow- 
erful compuicr-assistcd dispatch 
system that makes up the

Low Spud prices 
plague area growers

RUPERT -Several potato 
farmers throughout the Magic 
Valley will begin the new year 
Wednesday with the same 
problem they faced in 1996: 
selling a product no one wants 
to buy. 

Net necrosis, or leaf roll, rav- 
aged several thousand acres of 
potatoes this year and continues 
to plague those scored in cellars. 
Rejected by major processors, 
the disease-plagued potatoes 
arc being sold to dehydrators or 
fccdlots for as low as SI per 100 
pounds. 

"Nearly two-thirds of my crop 
was exposed to leaf roll this 
year," said Minidoka County 
Commissioner John Remsberg, 
who farms potatoes in Rupert. 
“A lot of them 
arc still in stor- 
age, and the 
rest arc being 
shipped to 
dehydrators." 

Remsberg 
said usually 80 
percent of his 
crop is sold to 
major proces- 
sors under con- 
tracts that yield 
between 55 and 
S5.50 per 100 
pounds. Earlier 
this year, the 
Potato Growers 
of Idaho 
couldn't reach proecssed-potato 
contract agreements, so he’s 
getting about SI. 45 per 100 
pounds from processors. 

“My biggest concern, though, 
is that a year like this MU affect 
us into the future as well,” 
Remsberg said. “Most of the 
economic downturn that will 
occur won't be seen until 1997 
or later.” 

Minidoka County Assessor 
Max'Vaughn said taxes likely 
will shift within the next year as 
a result of 1996’s decline in 
potato prices. 

The tax shift occurs when 
farmers have a bad year and the 
value of farmland in the county 
lowers. Farmers pay less taxes, 
but the county’s other property 
owners must make up the dif- 
ference. 

“In an ag-based economy, 
everyone is affected,” Vaughn 
said. “When you have a 
decrease in one area, someone 
has to pick up the slack.” 

Vaughn said the effects may 
not be felt until 1998 when 
farmland values begin to 
decline. Farmers receive "ag 
exemptions” based on a five- 


year average that calculates 
crop prices at harvest, water 
costs, fertilizer costs and seed 
costs. Questionnaires arc being 
sent out that the county will 
use to calculate farmland val- 
ues. 

Instead of settling for a lower 
price this year, Dcclo farmer 
Brent Stoker said he’s keeping 
half of his potato crop in storage 
in hopes that the market will 
improve next year. 

“When the market reaches a 
point where I think I can break 
even, then I’ll sell,” he said. 

Stoker said most of his crop 
escaped net necrosis this year, 
but because of an overabun- 
dance of potatoes statewide, he 
received only S3. 50 per 100 
pounds from processors. 

‘Tve been lucky so far,” he 
said. “I’ve had low test samples 
and I’m hoping I can stay below 
10 percent and 
sell for some- 
thing different 
later." 

If potatoes 
test above 5 
percent for net 
necrosis. 
Stoker said, 
fresh pack 
houses will not 
accept them. 

Fresh-pack 
quality pota- 
toes were earn- 
ing farmers 
S6.75 to S8 per 
100-pound bag 
in early January, and 70- to 80- 
count cartons were command- 
ing S25 to 528. Demand was so 
strong that the Potato Growers 
of Idaho urged potato farmers 
to plant wheat or hay instead of 
potatoes to preserve strong 
prices. 

Instead, several farmers 
planted additional acres of 
spuds, along with farmers in 
other potato-growing states in 
the Northwest. By July, 70- and 
80-count carton prices had fall- 
en to S17 to $24. 

*Tm glad I don't have any left 
at this point,” said Dcclo potato 
farmer Shawn Hurst. “I’ve 
heard rumors that one farmer 
had to sell for $1 a sack.” 

Although he sold most of his 
crop, Hursr said he lost between 
so cents and $1 per sack because 
of net necrosis this year. 

The disease docs not affect 
yield, size' or the outward 
, appearance of potatoes. Spuds 
must be cut open and examined 
' for browning that occurs in the 
potato's vascular system to 
detect the disease, which can be 
carried into production via seed 
and spread between plants by 
aphids.

RUPERT - A new "Gaicwny to 
Idaho” rest area is being planned for 
the Mini-Cassia area, officials say. 

The rest stop and travclm infor- 
mation site is proposed (or con- 
struction at the Dedo/Albion exit 
on Interstate 84, at mile marker 
216, according to Andrea 
Siorjoiiann, resident engineer with 
the Idaho Department of 
Transportation. 

The gateway concept provides 
iravdera rvith a staffed \i<dtor cen- 
ter complete tvilh maps, informa- 
tion and displays of the area’s high- 
liglits. Similar gateway rest areas 
arc near Ontario, Ore., near Post 
Falls on Interstate 90 and soutli of 
Malad on Interstate 15. . 

“The only reason we’d build it 
here, instead of closer to the Utah 
line, is we have to get dose to a 
pnpiil.-irinn so wc can find a person 
to staff it.” Siorjohann said. 

She stressed that the proposal is 


still tentative, although the state 
0W71S tlic land. Officials would have 
to buy land they it chose some 
other proposed site, such as the 
junction of Intcr.siaie 84 and 
Interstate 66. 

“Tlie Mini Cassia Transportation 
Commiiicc studied alternate sites," 
said John Evans, the commiiicc's 
vice dioirman and former governor 
of Idaho. “We rccommcmicd that 
site as ideal for both casebound and 
westbound tiuffic.” I 

But a lot of people arc concerned 
chat the gateway would affect 
industry and that travelers 
wouldn't stop in MIni-Cas.sia towns, 
Scorjohann said.

“The principal interest is to get 
people to stop in our area,” said 
Minidoka County Commission 
Chairman John Remsberg. “Any 
way we can get people to stop in 
Mini-Cassia, the Iwtter off we’ll be. 
lids will be good for die economic 
development of die area.” 

“I don’t think it wilt detract from 
tourists stopping in the area,” 
Evans said. "Travelers will l>e able 
to get information as to what ser- 
vices and recreational points of 
interest are in the area. Tliat would 
lend to favor, radicr than detract, 
from die area.” 

Storjohann said the center, if 
approved, could be built around 
2000. Funding would come from 
the federal government, with some 
from the state. Cost estimates 
aren’t yet available. 

“We’d like to see it take place 
before the 2002 Olympics,” 
Remsberg said. “The potential for 
traffic will be fantastic and could 
be a big boon for the local econo- 
my.”

His parents named him 
Hoshkaisith, for “he who clasps 
with power.” Schoolteachers 
Americanized his name, but he 
didn’t lose hb native language. In 
World War n, he put it to use as a 
Navajo "code talker” who 
snim{^ the Japanese. 

When he returned from war, 
MacDonald earned an electrical 
engineering degree from the 
University of Oklahoma and 
worked for Hughes Aircraft Co. 
in California before returning to 
the reservation in the mid-1960s. 
He rose quickly through the trib- 
al ranks, and in 1970 — amid a 
national groundswcll of Indian 
pride — was'clcacd to his first of 
four terms as chairman of 
America’s largest Indian tribe. 

A mesmerizing, passionate ora- 
tor, especially in his native 
tongue, MacDonald lambasted 
federal patcmalbm as oppressive 
and a threat to tribal sovereignty. 
During one of many battles with 
the federal government, he 
threatened to have agents shot 
on sight if they tried to usurp 
tribal police authority. 

“For 12 years, it was Peter 
MacDonald vs. the federal gov- 
ernment. Practically every 
speech he made, he said, ‘We are 
fighting the federal government 
and we are winning,' ” says Bill 
Donovan, a reporter for the 
Navajo Times who has covered 
him since his election in 1970. 
“People liked that." 

At the same time, millions of 
federal dollars were streaming in 
under the “war on poverty” pro- 
gram — money MacDonald said 
was owed to the Indians. He 
demanded energy corporations 


pay taxes on their oil and coal 
mining operations, bdieving they 
had been taking advantage of the 
Navajos. 

The tribal government budget 
tripled under MacDonald's 
au^ority, from $19 to $57 
million, and the number of tribal 
employees more than doubled. 
Housing, roads, hospitals and 
shopping centers began sprin^ng 
up across the reservation. “The 
Giant b Waking,” one new^per 
headline declaim at the rim<» 

But MacDonald's poH-cr 
to crumble as allegations sur- 
faced that he was talong bribes in 
exchange for corporate contracts 
on the reservation. His con- 
tention that he was simply follow- 
ing a Navajo custom of accepting 
gifts did little to satisfy his 
accusers. 

He lived lavishly, with fancy 
cars, an expensive home, private 
sdiool for hb children and jct-sci- 
dng vacations. It was quite a con- 
trast to many Na^-ajos, who 
had no running water or electrid- 
ty. 

“There was a lot of Richard 
Daley in him," Donovan says, 
comparing MacDonald to the late 
Chicago mayor. "Under the 
Navajo system, there w-as a lot of 
opportunity for patronage — arid . 
he went for it hook, line and 
sinker.” 

“People who were getting the 
money regarded him as the great- 
est leader the Nasujos ever had,” 
Donovan says. Howc\-er, "a lot of 
people refenred to him as a Thinl 
World dictator.” 

In the winter of 1989, cor po ra te 
executives testified during a U.S. 
Senate hearing that they had 
given MacDonald cash and gifts.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Southern California has taken 
Miami’s place as the nation’s 
drug moncy-Iaundcring capitaL a 
law enforcement report says. 

The region is “the^oney col- 
lection center for narcotics sales 
nationwide," according to the 
repdrt prepared by FBI agent 
Ernest Cooper for the 
Countywidc Criminal Justice 
Coordination Committee. 

The drug money is sent to 
Mexico to conceal its source, 
then is invested in the United 
States, the report said. 

The migration of drug 
money to the West Coast 
began several years ago after a 
crackdown on the cocaine 
trade in Florida. 

Last year, about 85 percent of 
the cash taken in by the Federal 
Reserve Bank in Los Angeles 
was in the form of SIOO bills, 
“the denomination of choice 
among drug traffickers," said 
Cooper’s report, issued earlier 
this month. 

The Federal Reserve Bank 
also took in $13.6 billion more in 
cash than it issued for its district, 
compared to $8 billion or $9 bil- 
lioa in' previous years.

Archbishop describes end 
of apartheid as victory for all 


WORCESTER, Mass. (AP) — 
The end of South African 
apartheid was a \ictory for evcr>’- 
one. retired /Vnglican Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu said in a stsmon of 
thanks Sunday before baptizing his 
bab>’ granddaughter. 

“The miracle of South Africa 
would have been totally impossible 
without your love and prayers," 
Tutu told about 500 people who 
filled the pews of 100-\-ear-old .All 
SainLs Episcopal Church. “The vic- 
tory o\ cr injustice is also your vic- 
tory." 

Tutu’s granddaughter, 
Nyaniso Lindiwc Burris, whose 
name means “truth awaited" in 
the Xhosa language of South 
Africa, was bom Dec. 12. She is 


his fifth grandchild. 

Her mother, Mpho Tutu, runs on 
oftcr-school program at All Saints 
and directs the South African 
Children's Advancement Fund 
Ltd., an organizaiion that helps cre- 
ate day care centers in South 
Africa. 

The babj-’sfiuho', Joseph Burris, 
is a qxvTs reporter for The Boston 
Globe. 

Tutu, t%-ho won the Nobd Peace 
Prize in 13S4 for his work to end 
aparthdd, brou^t greetings front 
“the new, free and Democratic 
South Africa." 

He now heads South Africa's

to uncover apanheidera mmes.

Although the referendums 
aren't binding, they are winning 
praise nationwide as striking

Within a week of the assault, 
Tanaka and other volunteers had 
collected 1,151 signatures, far 
more than the 303 required by 
law for the referendum. It must 
be held before June, and it will 
ask whether the village residents 
ttanc the facility. 

"There is no other way they 
can have their voice heard,” said 
Jun-Ichi Kyogoku, honorary pro- 


fessor of political science at 
TolqfO University. 

Yanagawa, 63, the mayor, is 
also sticking to his stand. 
Hospitalized for 40 days, he 
returned to work Dec 9. Surgical 
scars still show on his head, and : 
his ann is delicately bandaged in 
a sling. 

“To try to defeat someone, 
through violence is unforgiv-' 
able,” Yanagawa said in an apart-' 
ment he is using as an office as 
he recuperates. “I may have been 
hurt phj^cally, but they haven’t 
done a bit of harm to my spirit." 

Ganpachi Suzuki, spokesman 
for Toshiwa Kogyo, the company 
proposing the plant, denied any 
involvement in the attack.

"I know we’re a litUe behind,” Nutt 
said Samrday as he was introduced to 
Boise State supporters and local 
reporters. “But you'll be surprised at 
how good a recruiting year we’ll have.” 
The 39-year-old Nutt, who has been 
head 'coach at Murray State in . 
Kentucky for the past four years, was 
named on Friday to succeed Pokey 
Allen as head coadi of the Broncos. 

Allen resigned on Dec. 11 after 
renewed growth of cancer in his limgs 
was discovered. He was on medical 
leave for all but the last two games of 
the 1996 season as Boise State struggled 
to a 2-10 record in its first season of 
NCAA Division I-A competition. 

Nutt, who said his prayers were with 
Allen in a Missoula, Mont., hospital on 
Saturday, would not promise the 
Broncos will turn things around com- 
pletely in 1997. 

“I’m not going to promise you much,” 
the Arkansas native said with a thick 
southern accent. “I am going to promise 
you this: We’re going to have fun, guys. 
And the ^vay we spell fun is w-i n.” 

He would admit to no particular 
timetable as Boise State prepares for its 
second year in the Big West 
Conference. He said he understands the 
importance of developing a quality pro- 
gram on the field and in the classroom. 

“We’ve got one’ rule; we want to do 
what’s right," Nutt said.

Hard to pick Cotton: Top BYU 
offense vs. top K. State defenders 


DALLAS (AP) - One of the 
nation's most sophisticaced pass- 
ing attacks faces one of college 
football's finest secondaries in 
thc Cotton Bowl. 

And thc way Brigham Young 
quarterback Steve ^kisian sees 
it, thc winner of that matchup 
will likely win the game. And he 
draws no argument from a two- 
dme all-America corncrback who 
may be pbying his lost game for 
Kansas State. 

“That's basically what it's 
going to come down to — our 
defense vs. their offense." said 
Kansas State’s Chris Canty. 
“We’re going to have lo stop or 
slow down their offense. Wc’vc 
been preparing to do that, and 
when thc first of January rolls 
around, well be geared up and 
ready to do that.” 

Sarkisian, thc latest quarter- 
back to roll off the BVU assem- 
bly line, has thrown for 4,027 
yards and hit almost 70 percent 
of his passes, leading ^e fifth- 
ranked Western Athletic 


Conference champs to a 13-1 
record. Normally, thc Cougars 
would feast on thc kind of man- 
to-man coverage favored by No. 
14 Kansas State (9-2). 

But these arc not typical defen- 
sive backs. Canty, a junior who is 
to announce after the game 
whether he’ll enter thc NFL 
draft, has always gotten most of 
thc headlines. But many believe 
Joe Gordon is equally sl^cd. 

Up front, thc Wildcats have an 
aggressive front led by Nylc 
Wiren, thc school’s career sack 
leader. 

“We like to sec man-to-man," 
said BYU offensive coordinator 
Roger French. “But then again, 
they’re good football players. So 
maybe we won’t like it.” 

■The Wildcats, who beat every- 
one but Nebraska and Colorado 
in the inaugural Big 12 season, 
expect to have Gordon back to 
full strength. He broke his leg in 
August and played sporadically. 

“Maybe their scheme is good 
for us, but what they do, they do 


very well,” Sarkisian said. 
“They’re probably one of thc top 
defenses in the country and I 
think some people believe we’re 
one of thc top offenses in the 
country. 

It’s not as though thc (Sugars 
haven’t seen Kansas State’s 
dcfcnsiv'c alignment. 

“The concept might have been 
there. But no one executes it and 
runs it like Kansas State docs,” 
Sarkisian said. 

“They have such good athletes 
at thc corncrback position. Their 
comers take thc wide receivers 
away, or try to, and then they 
jam the middle.” 

Pressuring Sarkisian will be a 
key for Kansas State. 

“Well just kec{) adding one to 
thc blitz every time,” said co- 
defensive coordinator Mike 
Stoops. “If we can't get there 
with four, we’ll bring five. If wc 
can’t get there with five, we'll 
bring six. If wc can't get there 
with six, ire’U bring seven. Alter 
that, I don't know what we'll do.”

• Confusing sex appeal with success 
appeal ^Vhcn attractive women dress in a 
sei^ fashion, most men make posses at 
them, date them and perhaps many them. 
But they seldom promote them or trust 
them ivith important assignments. 

• Miscalculating how men pcrcci\’c your 
image. Most women do not recognize the 
fact that men and women see clothing differ- 
endy. What a woman views as stylish, a man

Success docs not gtra women 
thc right to ignore thc dresseode rules. 

• Dressing to smash the glass ceiling.

Sunglasses can shield against 
ultraviolet rays, but they also pro- 
tect against the cold and wind that 
takes a toll on the eyes. 

• Get a humidifier or place pans 
of tvatcr on radiators to cut down on 
dryness caused by forced heat.

Doctors take aim at bacterium streotococcus

Parents of young children 
know the bacterium streptococ- 
cus as the germ rhar brings chil- 
dren's complaints of a sore 
throat. But strep enc ompas ses a 
wide range of diseases tha can 
cause symptoms from scarlet 
fcs’cr to the deadly tmrir sbodc 
^mdromc. 

More than 80 varieties of 
group A strep alone hare *<«*«*" 
identined. “The strep problem 
is huge,” said Edwanl Kaplan, 
dircaor of the World H^th 
Organization’s (WHO) Strep 
Reference Laboratory in 
hliimesota. 

WHO labs and the D.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) regularly 
detect new %’aneties of strep. 
"Our lab can identify 60 pa- 
cent of the strains that we get 
from the United Sutes and 
^Vcstcm Europe,” Kaplan said. 
"But wc can only identify a 
much smaller p pf CT» nta g«» of the 
strains from Southeast Asia. 
That means there are many 
t>pes wc don't know wha they 
arc." 

Strep is becoming so prera- 
lent that it ranks as one of the 
leading causes of infecbons dis- 
eases woridwidc.

The team of scientists from 
Harvard University and Baylor 
College of &ledlcine in Houston, 
rep or ted that an experimental 
vaccine is proving effective 
against group B strep, which 
affects 8,000 babies bom in the 
United Sates every year. 

^ThOe the infection in new- 
borns has prompted the drive 
for a vaccine, health officials 
alo> are concerned about the ris- 
ing incidence of group B strep 
infections in adults. The CDC 
reports that the number of adult 
infections nearly doubled dur- 
ing the 1980s and continues to 
marense. Strep B infections can 
lead to pneumoiria. They also 
can cause meningitis and sepsis. 

Among adults, those at great- 
est risk are the elderly, espe- 
cnOy those who have neurolo^- 
cal problems such as a stroke. 
So too are adults with such 
chronic conditions as cirrhosis 
of the liver, diabetes and HIV 
(human immunodeficiency 
virus) tofecdoa 

The group B bacteria are dif- 
ferent from the more familiar 
type of bacteria that cause strep 
ifajoat. Group B bacteria colo- 
nize areas of the body, including 
the bowel and rectum. Ten to 30 
percent of women carry the bac- 
teria in their genital traas, but 


• it generally produces no symp- 
toms in the mother if the bacte- 
ria stay in the genital area. 

. Group B strep can prove 
deadly, however, if something 
happens that allows it to 
spread. In adults, reduced 
immunity resulting from cancer 
treatment or a chronic illness 
such as diabetes could produce 
enough stress' to prompt an 
acute strep B infection. 

In infected pregnant women, 
labor contractions can force the 
Bacteria into the amniotic fluid, 
where they can be swallowed or 
inhaled by the baby. This hap- 
pens to about half the infected 
women, leading to complica- 
tions in two of every 1,000 
infants born in the United 
States, according to the 
National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases 
(NIAID). 

Group B strep is one of the 
leading causes of pneumonia in 
newborns and is more common 
than other well-known infec- 
tions such as congenital s^hilis 
and rubella. The disease is fatal 
to 10 percent of infected new- 
borns. Roughly 20 percent of 
the most scrioudy ill suffer per- 
manent damage, including i^n- 
tal retardation, hearing loss a W 
blindness.

When ^jod things happen to you, 
take credit for them. When bad 
thin^ happen, den^ blame yourself. 

If you continually have bad 
thou^is, find a friend or relative 
(husband or wife) you can tell 
them to, so (hat you can have an 
outside assessment of poiemialiy 
faulty anitudes. U necessary, con- 
sult a therapist. 

When difficulties occur, 
approach them as just problems 
(hat can be solved. For each diffi- 
culty, make a plan and try it out. 
If it doesn’t work, try another. 
Don’t give up and lapse into an 
attitude that nothing can help. 

And if you don’t believe that 
such tactics can help, remember 
the placebo effect. A placebo is a 
pill that looks and tastes real but 
doesn't contain a medically 
active substance. In study after 
study, at least 30 percent of 
patients benefit from treatment 
with a pbeebo — a strong indica- 
tor of the way the mind and body 
interact.

Some children develop a sud- 
den, high fever. Others arc 
stricken with a funny taste and 
such a severe sore throat that 
they feel as if they can't swal- 
low. However it occurs, strep 
throat means a few days of ill- 
ness and a lot of inconvenience 
for millions of children and 
their parents each year. 

While cases of the bacterial 
illness arc not reported to state 
health departments, estimates 
extrapolated from antibiotic 
use and visits to doctors' offices 
suggest that as many as 5 mil- 
lion cases occur each year in 
. the United States, according to 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC). 

Unlike other bacterial infec- 
tions, strep throat has shown 
only minimal resistance to 
antibiotics, said Edward 
Kaplnn, director of tiic World 
Health Organization's Strep 
Reference Laboratory in 
Minneapolis. “Even in the test 
tube, its sensitivity to antibi- 
otics has not changed,” he said. 

The disease is caused by 
group A strep, and while strep 
throat is not a serious illness, it 
generally is treated with antibi- 
otics. Left untreated, strep 
throat, can develop into 
rheumatic fever, a complication 
that causes heart problems as 
well as arthrUi.s-likc joint pain 
and symptoms. In this country, 
because so many people receive 
treatment, this complication is 
rare, but in developing coun- 
tries the problem is rampant. 

The most accurate diagnosis 
for group A strep is done by 
taking a throat culture. The 
throat is briefly swabbed with a 
cotton-tipped stick. The materi- 
al collected may be tested by 
both a rapid strep test and by 
overnight culture. 

What the tests cannot accu- 
rately do, however, is distin- 
guish between strep carriers 
and children with active strep 
infections. In both instances, 
the throat is colonized by group 
A strep bacteria. Studies sug- 
gest, Kaplan said, that if 100 


children confc in to a doctor’s 
office complaining of a sore 
throat, about 30 to 40 percent 
will test positive on a throat cul- 
ture* for strep. But based on 
blood icst.s that measure anti- 
body response during the next 
couple of weeks, only about 
half of those children have 
active strep infections. The 
other half, Kaplan said, are 
thougin to be strep carriers who 
happen to have another type of 
throat infection at the time 
they are tested. 

Scientists hope to avoid the 
problem with a vaccine against 
the bacteria that causes strep 
throat, said Benjamin Schwartz, 
chief of the CDC’s childhood 
and vaccine preventable dis- 
ease .section. Researchers, he 
said, arc beginning to test a 
group A strep vaccine in peo- 
ple.

These plans, which cover more 
than half of all Americans, until 
recently have fended off m^prac- 
lice suits by wielding a federal law 
that regubies cmpbycc benefits. 

But that defense is under 
attack in the courts and in 
Congress. Labor Secretary 
Robert Reich, whose department 
enforces the Employee 
Retirement Income Security Act 
(Elisa), said it should be changed 
to allow patients to sue HMOs. 

"If the courts don’t do it. 
Congress should,” he said. 

The law was designed to pro- 
tect pensions and other benefits. 
But with the ^wth of managed 
care, where Insurers and HMOs 
can limit what treatments and 
tests are allowed, Erlsa has 
emerged as “the most imponant 
law ttifecting health care in the 
United States.” says Columbia 
University lawyer-doctor William 
MSage. 

When a person’s health insur- 
ance is pan of a benefits package 
supplied and partially paid by 
the employer, Erisa pre-empts 
state m^practice laws and moves 
cases against managed-care orga- 
nizations into the federal courts, 
which shield the health-care 
groups against malpractice suits. 

Tlut moans patients covered 
by HMOs and other managed- 
care organizations can sue doc- 
tors for malpractice in state 
courts, but gencraUy cannot sue 
the health plans. 

Further, if the health plan is 
sued, Erisa limits the amount a

Although Kaiser Permanente 
health plans have used the Erisa 
defense in at t^cast one case in 
Texas, the intent of the law has 
been stretched py the courts in 


erode the protectioh 
that HMOs have claimed from 
Erisa. They found that HMO doc- 
tors arc acting as agents of the 
managed-care organization, 
allowing it to be sued for mal- 
practice in state courts. The 
Department of Labor filed friend

‘ They reponed in a letter to the 
I^cet, a British medical journal, 
t^at tests of 18 brands of whiskey 
found the greatest conccntiatioas 
ot polycydic aromatic hydrocar- 
bons (PAHs), a canccr-causing 
(Acmical, in such smoky single 
njialt brands as Laphroaig and 
Oban. Even so, the researchers 
cbndudcd that the amount is too 
small to be responsible for the 
lughcr rates of bowel, mouth and 
throat cancers among alcohol 
drinkers over'nondrinkcrs.

Q. My daughter recently 
announced her engagement. 
She and her fiance plan to get 
married next October. No soon- 
er had she gotten the engage- 
ment ring on her finger than 
she was buying bridal maga- 
zines and visiting bridal shops 
looking for the perfect wedding 
dress. Unfortunately, her enthu- 
siasm quickly turned to confu- 
sion and depression. She says 
there arc so many options, and 
everything seems so expensive, 
she just doesn’t know how she'll 
ever find a gown she likes and 
can afford. What should be a 
pleasurable experience is turn- 
ing into a nightmare. I am try- 
ing to be encouraging and sup- 
portive. But as a first-time 
mother of the bride, I have no 
'experience to draw on. How do 
we find that perfect dress with- 
out going crazy in the process? 

A First, take comfort from the 
fact that your situation is not 
unusual. For most brides, finding 
the perfect wedding gown is a 
top priority — and a major 
headache. 

For starters, you daughter 
needs to take a deep breach and 
calm down. Then, before paging 
through those magazines again 
or visiting any more bridal 
, shops, she should make some 
decisions about the style of 
dress she wants, where she 
wants to buy it and how much 
she can afford to spendr- 

The style of dress is deter- 
mined by a combination of fac- 


tors, including the time and 
place of ihc wedding and the 
bride's personal style. In gener- 
al, the grander the ceremony 
and reception, the more formal 
the gown. But obviously your 
daughter’s own taste, size and 
shape should be considered. 

She can buy a gots'n at a full- 
service bridal boutique or at a 
bridal salon in a department 
store, where she can try on sam- 
ple gowns and then order her 
choice in the size, color and fabK 
ric she wants. (And remember, it 
can take up to six. months for an 
order to be delivered.) Or she 
can go to a no-frills bridal dis- 
count store, where she can imme- 
diately purchase a gov.’n off the 
rack. Other options include buy- 
ing through a mail-order service 
or a bridal consignment store. 

And finally, she needs to set a 
budget. This will limit her 
search to just chose dresses she 


can afford. While the average 
wedding dress costs about $8(X},. 
they can be found for as little as 
$400 — or for as much as S2.00Q 
or more. And then there’s the 
cost of the veil, headpiece, 
shoes, gloves, jewelry and 
underwear to consider. 

But before you and your 
daughter make any moves, I sug*. 
gest you page through a new

Fields, whose first book, “Bridal. 
Bargains,” was a best seller a few 
years ago. Their latest effort is 
“Bridal Gown Guide” (Windsor
